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Sides digging in their heels 

O First day of transit strike and no sign of HRM or union budging from positions O Council open to discussions

It’s a stalemate as both sides of 
the transit strike continue to 
butt heads. 

On one side, Metro Transit is 
asking the union to take its final 
offer straight to the membership 
for a vote. And on the other, the 
Amalgamated Transit Union 
Local 508 said they want to go 
back to the bargaining table to 
work out a deal. 

“We’re 100 per cent behind 
our negotiating team,” said May¬ 
or Peter Kelly. “We believe we 
had a strong proposal that we’re 
asking them to take back to 
their membership.” 

There were two options in the 
final offer: one containing 
rostering — which would 
prevent transit drivers from 
picking their own shifts — and 
the other without, which was a 
big issue for the union. The dol¬ 
lar figure HRM is putting on ros¬ 
tering is $500,000 to $1 million. 

When asked why not take it 
to a vote, Shane O’Leary, vice- 
president of Local 508, said they 
already did. “Because we’ve 
already brought their original 
proposal (to a vote) and we have 
a 98.4 per cent mandate to make 
the decision ourselves,” he said. 


Let’s make a deal 


The two deals offered by HRM: 

► With rostering: Wage increase of 
one per cent in the first year, 
three per cent in the second year, 
two per cent in the third year. 

► Without rostering: Wage 
increase of 0.5 per cent in the 
first year, 1.5 in second year, 1.5 
in the third year. 

Ken Wilson, the local’s presi¬ 
dent, said it’s not about the 
wages, just the three big issues 
— which are now off the table — 
and the 70 concessions HRM 
won’t budge on. He’s prepared 
to give up some, but not all. 

Wilson said it’s hard to 
predict the strike’s duration. 

“That lasted five weeks and 
was in June. Gas wasn’t $1.30 a 
litre and we weren’t carrying 
96,000 people,” he said. “I’m 
hoping it’s going to be short.”

Metro Transit buses 
were pulled off the roads 
early Thursday morning, 
but commuters seem to 
be coping. 

Although it was a little 
slow-going throughout 
HRM, most of the back¬ 
ups were relatively rou¬ 
tine, said Const. Kathryn 
Willett, a spokeswoman 
with Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice. 

“The two bridges did 
have some bottle-nose 
traffic, which was to be 
expected,” Willett said on 
Thursday afternoon. “The 
volumes did seem to be 
higher because of the 
strike, but nothing unusu¬ 
al.” 

Andrew Comstock, 
who lives in Lower 
Saclcville, works in down¬ 
town Halifax and usually 
takes the bus, arranged to 
carpool with a few others. 
He said the trip into the 
city was only about 15 
minutes longer than usu¬ 
al. 

“I rely on public transit 
... but I have been able to 
make accommodations, 
and business is carrying 
on,” he said. “If it’s a short 
strike, I can manage fine.” 

Around 8 a.m., a

NS CAD University, said 
she’ll be walking about 
35 minutes from Young 
Street to campus in down¬ 
town Halifax. 

But she considers her¬ 
self lucky. 

“At least I have the op¬ 
tion to walk,” she said. 
“Many students who live 
in Dartmouth or Clayton 
Park do not. With 
midterms coming up in 
the next few weeks, the 
transit strike will be an 
increasing hassle for all 
students.” 

Willett recommends 
leaving early and driving 
slowly, but be weary of ac¬ 
cepting rides from 
strangers soliciting on so¬ 
cial media and free-adver¬ 
tising websites like Kijiji 
and Craigslist. 

If you decide to take 
your chances, make sure 
you get a description of 
the vehicle, the driver and 
the plate number if possi¬ 
ble, she said. 

“We haven’t received 
any formal complaints in 
relation to those ads ... 
but don’t get into the ve¬ 
hicle with people that you 
don’t know.” 


Cab drivers 
see a boom 
in business 

It may be their catchy 
jingle, but Casino Taxi 
says the transit strike 
has their phones ringing 


more than usual. 

Brian Herman, opera¬ 
tions manager with the 
local cab company, said 
staff handled about 10 
per cent more calls on 
Thursday than normal. 

“We’re definitely see¬ 
ing an increase in busi¬ 
ness here,” he said late 
Thursday afternoon. 


Casino receives 
anywhere between 4,000 
and 7,000 calls a day, he 
added. 

Herman said more 
call-takers have been 
called in to work, and 
cab drivers are being 
urged to work longer 
hours.

Matt Pottie started working 
at Metro Transit just over 
two weeks ago, but the 
rookie was waving the 
union flag proudly at the 
Dartmouth Bus Terminal 
on Thursday morning.

scheduling shifts, is one of 
the last remaining big is¬ 
sues and Clark said it is a 
big deal for drivers. In the 
current system, Clark, who 
has worked at Metro Tran¬ 
sit for two years, said he 
could get his weekends off 
in another two or three 
years. 

“If rostering comes into 
effect, I could be 45 before I 
get weekends and I’m 26 
now.” 


Nobody on the picket 
line knows how long the 
strike will last but many are 
digging in. 

“We’re all kind of brac¬ 
ing for something long but 
I don’t think anybody 
wants that, us or them. We 
don’t really know how long 
it’s going to last,” Clark 
said. 

“I wonder how I’m going 
to pay my bills, but Ken 
(Wilson, union president) 
and the whole executive 
has let us know the poten¬ 
tial for what they’re offer¬ 
ing and, from what we’ve 
been told, it would really 
mess us up.” 


Man charged after car drives through pickets 


A Tatamagouche man faces 
charges after police say he 
drove through a picket line 
at the Metro Transit bus ter¬ 
minal in Dartmouth Thurs¬ 
day, hitting two people. 

Const. Kathryn Willett 
with Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice said officers responded 
to around 10:30 a.m. 


Willett said a 55-year-old 
man was driving slowly 
down a bus lane towards 
Wyse Road where union 
workers had blocked the 
entrance to the terminal. 
When the protesters re¬ 
fused to move, the man al¬ 
legedly plowed through 
and hit two men, ages 58 


and 37. 

Police say the driver took 
off but was arrested a short 
distance away. He is 
charged with assault with a 
weapon and fleeing the 
scene of an accident, but 
more charges could come 
after police review a securi¬ 
ty-camera tape, said Willett. 


The 37-year-old man re¬ 
ceived minor injuries to his 
arm and elbow, but both 
men refused treatment 
from paramedics. 

The accused has no con¬ 
nection to Metro Transit, 
she added. He is due in 
court on March 20.

Immediate effects aside, 
some HRM councillors are 
expressing concern about 
the impact a prolonged 
transit strike will have on 
long-term ridership num¬ 
bers. 

The union representing 
more than 700 transit 
workers took to the pick¬ 
et lines early Thursday 
morning. 

That means the 96,000 
people who use transit in 
HRM now has to make al¬ 
ternate plans. Bedford 
Coun. Tim Outhit said it 
could be awhile for those 
people to warm back up 
to public transit after the 
strike. 

“I’m concerned about 
long-term and short-term 
effects of this, but particu¬ 
larly in the long term,” he 
said. “It will be extremely 
hard on the drivers, who 
will be on strike pay, and,

Dartmouth East Coun. 
Darren Fisher said the 
strike will be “God-awful” 
and an “absolutely night¬ 
mare” on his constituents.

bus,” he said. “Taxis are 
not an option for a great 
many of our residents ... 
so many people who don’t 
have family members 
who have cars that can 
give them a lift.” 

Coun. Sue Uteclc, who 
represents Halifax’s south 
end, is concerned about 
how her district will han¬ 
dle the higher demand for 
parking. 

“I’m trying to find 
every available parking 
spot in the south end that 
can withstand people 
parking, double parking, 
neighbours parking,” she 
said on Wednesday night, 
when the strike seemed 
imminent. 

Uteclc also wasn’t over¬ 
ly sympathetic to the 
union’s concerns. 

“We’re just trying our 
shifts more in line with 
any other transit union in 
the country. And they 
don’t want it.”

Mayor Peter Kelly could be 
the beneficiary of a divided 
opposition in October’s 
mayoral race, according to 
a Dalhousie University po¬ 
litical science professor. 

Jack Novack said a large 
number of mayoral chal¬ 
lengers for HRM could 
work to the incumbent 
mayor’s advantage by di¬ 
viding the anti-Peter Kelly 
vote amongst themselves. 

“The actual dynamics 
will be veiy difficult to de¬ 
termine until we know 
what the slate looks like, 
and kind of take a look at 
what kinds of votes each of 
the candidates is likely to 
draw, and whether or not 
in doing so they will be al¬ 
low someone to come up 
through the middle,” he 
said. 

And that’s not the only 
advantage the incumbent 
has — access to inside in¬ 


forma¬ 
tion, fa¬ 
miliarity 
with the 
issues, 
and years 
in the cor¬ 
ridors of 
munici¬ 
pal power 
add to Kelly’s advantage. 

“That gives (incum¬ 
bents) a bit of an edge to 
people who have perhaps 
have decided within the 
last six or 12 months and 
may not be as fully in¬ 
formed, or for people who 
have a single issue,” No¬ 
vack said. 

Kelly currently faces 
four challengers — cab 
driver David Boyd, retired 
detective Tom Martin, Dal¬ 
housie student Matthew 
Wornona and north-end 
Halifax businessman Fred 
Connors. But the most fa¬ 
miliar — and perhaps the 
most formidable — of Kel¬ 
ly’s challengers is expected 
to declare his candidacy 
Monday. 


Entering race? 


Mike Savage is making 
an announcement on his 
intentions in mayoral race 
for this fall’s election at 
Alderney Landing on 
Monday at 12:15 p.m. 

“If Mr. Savage comes in 
from Dartmouth, that 
could change (the dynam¬ 
ic) again entirely,” Novack 
said of former Liberal MP 
Mike Savage. “He probably 
wouldn’t be identified as a 
Haligonian and he might 
have much stronger appeal 
in (Kelly’s) strongholds.” 

But Novack said even 
candidates who have little 
chance of winning can 
help by shaping the public 
debate. 

“Elections are not just 
about winning. Elections 
are about platforms and 
public debate and people 
engaging themselves in the 
issues and vision about 
where we stand and where 
we want to go."

Public transit costs in HRM are primarily funded in two ways: fare boxes and tax rates. Cost 
containment measures are vital to our ability to provide the kind of high-calibre, sustainable, 
and reliable service the public expects - now and into the future. 

We have well-trained, well-paid transit operators who contribute to the overall success of the 
system, but we cannot continue to allow our employees to pick their shifts like you pick your 
lunch in a cafeteria; one item at a time until the tray is full, leaving behind the least popular shifts to 
be filled - largely on overtime.

No, especially when operators 
can make thousands of dollars 
every year in overtime.

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Fingers pointed in citizenship gaffe 


O Kenney blames bureaucrats for 
misleading ceremony © Minister’s 
office apologizes on air to Sun News 


Immigration Minister Jason 
Kenney and the Sun News 
Network are laying the 
blame for a misleading tele¬ 
vised citizenship ceremony 
squarely on the shoulders 
of federal civil servants. 

The Canadian Press re¬ 
ported Thursday that six 
federal bureaucrats were 
drafted to pose as new 
Canadians for a reaffirma¬ 
tion ceremony broadcast 
on the TV channel last Oc¬ 
tober. 

Kenney’s office had 
asked the department to 
organize the event on short 
notice, adding it to the 60 
events bureaucrats had 
planned for Canada’s Citi¬ 
zenship Week. 

The co-hosts of the 
show, who say they were 
unaware of the presence of 
the stand-in immigrants, 


repeatedly referred to the 
group of 10 as “new Cana¬ 
dians” who had “finally” re¬ 
ceived their citizenship. 

A reaffirmation ceremo¬ 
ny, however, is an opportu¬ 
nity for existing Canadians 
to retake their oath. 

Kenney blamed the inci¬ 
dent on “logistical” prob¬ 
lems. 

“I became aware that in 
a reaffirmation ceremony 
last year following logisti¬ 
cal problems that the situa¬ 
tion was poorly handled,” 
Kenney said in the House of 
Commons. 

“I regret that, but that in 
no way should undermine 
the importance and value 
of special reaffirmation cer¬ 
emonies which we encour¬ 
age all Canadians to 
participate in.”

To add insult to injury, 
K’Naan said he would, how¬ 
ever, gladly allow U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama to use 
the song for his re-election 
campaign.

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Eastern Europe 
trapped by snow 

O Death toll rises as killer cold and blizzards leave 
thousands stranded O Temperatures reach -30 C 


At least 11,000 villagers 
have been trapped by 
heavy snow and blizzards 
in Serbia’s mountains, au¬ 
thorities said Thursday, as 
the death toll from Eastern 
Europe’s weeklong deep 
freeze rose to 123, many of 
them homeless people. 

The harshest winter in 
decades has seen tempera¬ 
tures in some regions drop¬ 
ping to -30 C and below, 
and has caused power out¬ 
ages, traffic chaos and the 
widespread closure of 
schools, nurseries and air¬ 
ports. 

Those stranded in Serbia 
are stuck in some 6,500 
homes in remote areas 
that cannot be reached due 
to icy, snow-clogged roads 



with banks reaching up to 
five metres. Emergency 
crews were pressing hard 
to try to clear the snow to 
deliver badly needed sup¬ 
plies, and helicopters were 
dispatched to some partic¬ 


ularly remote areas in Ser¬ 
bia and neighbouring 
Bosnia. 

On Bosnia’s Mt. Romani- 
ja, near Sarajevo, a chop¬ 
per thumped down in the 
small hamlet of Ozerlcovi- 
ci, where a single nun lives 
in a Serb Christian Ortho¬ 
dox monastery surrounded 
by just a few villagers. 

Wrapped tight in a black 
jacket and a scarf, Sister 
Justina greeted aid workers 
at her monastery: “I live 
alone here,” she said, 
adding “God will help me.” 

In Serbia, relief efforts 
are concentrated on evacu¬ 
ating the sick, on food de¬ 
livery and gasoline 
distribution.

Water Commission (HRWC) - the folks who keep municipal water 
safe and clean and our sewage system working - are facing possible 
strike action. 

There are three main issues that are outstanding in this dispute: 

• HRWC wants the right to assign shift work with a minimum notice 
of seven days, creating further disruption of family and personal 
life. We have had set schedules that worked just fine in the past - 
why the need to change this? 

• HRWC wants to take away permanent work locations so they can 
move us anywhere in HRM - all 5,850 square km of it. 

• HRWC has tabled a wage offer that is far below what has been 
achieved in the municipal sector in other parts of the province. 

The members of CUPE Local 227 have sent a clear message to HRWC: 
we deserve a new contract that is fair and reasonable and enables us 
to keep up with the ever-increasing cost of living in this city. 

Meanwhile, the Nova Scotia Utilities and Review Board noted in 
December, 2010 that managerial salaries at the water commission 
increased between 20 and 40 per cent over a two-year period. 
The board found that alarming and said it would be watching for 
any future salary hikes. 

While we view a strike as a last resort - nobody wants to see a 
disruption in service to HRM residents - we believe we deserve 
fairness and respect, something we have not received in this round 
of bargaining.

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Syria draft resolution 
gains ground at UN 


O Unclear whether changes will be enough to garner 
support from Russia, which can still veto the proposal 


Western ambassadors on 
the UN Security Council 
on Thursday embraced a 
revised resolution aimed 
at stopping the bloodshed 
in Syria and predicted rap¬ 
id approval after removal 
of an explicit demand that 
President Bashar Assad 
step aside. 

The latest draft, ob¬ 
tained by The Associated 
Press, still “fully supports” 
the Arab League’s Jan. 22 
decision to “facilitate a po¬ 
litical transition leading 
to a democratic, plural po¬ 
litical system.” 

But it removes a clause 
calling for Assad to hand 
power to a deputy before 
a new government is cre¬ 
ated. 

British Ambassador 
Mark Lyall Grant and 



French Ambassador Ger¬ 
ard Araud said they ex¬ 
pected that a final version 
could be ready for a vote 
as early as Friday. 

U.S. Ambassador Susan 
Rice was less optimistic. 
“This is still tough going, 
very much so,” she said. 

Russian Ambassador Vi¬ 
taly Churkin did not com¬ 
ment on the revised text 


as he entered the meeting. 

In an apparent effort to 
overcome Russian objec¬ 
tions, the new version of 
the resolution no longer 
includes the explicit refer¬ 
ence to Assad delegating 
his powers. 

It also removes lan¬ 
guage calling for a new 
national unity govern¬ 
ment and for transparent, 
free elections — also im¬ 
portant parts of the Arab 
peace plan. 

The revised draft also 
deletes a paragraph call¬ 
ing on UN member states 
to take steps to prevent 
the flow of arms into Syr¬ 
ia. Russia is a major arms 
supplier to Syria, a key re¬ 
gional ally since Soviet 
times.

Protesters threw shoes, sand and small stones at the secretary general's convoy, 
which was briefly held up before continuing on to Khan Yunis. The incident cast a 
shadow over Ban's visit, meant to draw attention to humanitarian issues.

Security forces clashed

top Cairo club, Al-Ahly, stab¬ 
bing them and throwing 
them off bleachers. 

The network of zealous 
Al-Ahly soccer fans, known 
as Ultras, vowed vengeance, 
accusing the police of inten¬ 
tionally letting rivals attack 
them because they have 
been among the most ag¬ 
gressive of Egypt’s revolu¬ 
tionaries. 

About 10,000 people 
marched Thursday on the 
Cairo headquarters of the 
Interior Ministry, which 
oversees the security 
forces.

Rescue response probed 
after N.L. teen's death 

O DND investigating alleged delays in military search 
and rescue O Body of Labrador boy found Wednesday

Canada’s chief of defence 
staff is investigating why it 
took military aircraft nearly 
two days to join the search 
for a lost Labrador boy who 
died as he walked over ice 
and snow 

The 14-year-old boy was 
reported missing Sunday 
from the Labrador commu¬ 
nity of Makkovik. 

His body was found 
Wednesday on the frozen 
Labrador Sea, about 19 kilo¬ 
metres from his snowmo¬ 
bile. Police say snow was 
falling and it was around 
-10 C as the boy walked in 
the wrong direction — 
away from Makkovik — un¬ 
til he collapsed. 

His name has not been 
released by the RCMP at his 
family’s request. 

NDP justice critic Jack 



Harris, who has urged Ot¬ 
tawa to speed up military 
search and rescue response 
times, raised the tragedy 
Thursday in the House of 
Commons. 

“The government is clos¬ 
ing down rescue co-ordinat¬ 
ing centres, and helicopters 
take two days to start 
searching for a lost boy,” he 
said during question peri¬ 
od. “How can a search and 


rescue helicopter be avail¬ 
able to transport the Minis¬ 
ter of National Defence but 
not ready to search for a 
lost teenaged boy on the 
coast of Labrador?” 

Julian Fantino, the asso¬ 
ciate defence minister, ex¬ 
tended condolences to the 
boy’s family. “I can inform 
the House that the chief of 
defence staff has com¬ 
menced an investigation,” 
he said.

Canadian Facebook fans 
may share everything from 
pictures of their meals to 
engagement announce¬ 
ments on the site, but 
they’re unlikely to get in on 
its long-anticipated initial 
public stock offering. 

It’s often difficult to 
scoop up shares before 
they’re listed on a public 
market and given the hype 
surrounding Facebook Inc.’s 
IPO, it’s going to be harder 
for average investors to get 
shares at the initial price. 

John O’Connell, CEO at 
money manager Davis Rea, 
says “99.9 per cent of Cana¬ 


dians aren’t going to get 
any Facebook on the IPO.” 

The company’s under¬ 
writers, who dole out the 
shares, grant access to the 
biggest of Canadian players. 
There are few Canadians or 
Canadian firms wealthy 
enough to have an account 
at the American investment 
behemoths Morgan Stanley, 
JPMorgan Chase and Gold¬ 
man Sachs. 

“They’re only going to 
give it to their biggest, best 
client and even they’re go¬ 
ing to get veiy, veiy small 
amounts,” O’Connell said.

Britain’s oldest paper 
takes spotlight at 
Murdoch-scandal inquiry 


Police are investigating al¬ 
leged email interception by 
Rupert Murdoch’s Times of 
London, a British lawmaker 
said Thursday — dragging 
Britain’s oldest national 
newspaper into the broad¬ 
ening scandal over press 
wrongdoing. 

The country’s media 
ethics inquiry has sum¬ 
moned the newspaper’s edi¬ 
tor to answer questions 
about the claims. 

Labour Party legislator 
Tom Watson, who helped 
lift the lid on tabloid phone 
hacking, released a letter 
from police confirming 
they were investigating al¬ 
leged email hacking by the 
Times. Watson, a member 
of Parliament’s culture, me¬ 
dia and sport committee, 
had written to police asking 
them to take up the issue. 

The letter from Det. 
Supt. John Levett, head of 
the force’s computer-hack¬ 
ing investigation, is dated 
Jan. 25 and tells Watson 
that “the concerns raised 
within your letters are un¬ 
der investigation and offi¬ 
cers ... are dealing directly 
with the victim.” 

The 226-year-old Times 
has acknowledged that a 
former reporter tried to in¬ 
tercept emails in 2009 to 
unmask an anonymous po¬ 
liceman who blogged as 
Nightjaclc. 

Editor James Harding 
told the media ethics in¬ 


quiry last month that the 
reporter had acted on his 
own and had been repri¬ 
manded. The paper later 
published the blogger’s 
name, but Harding insisted 
it had been obtained legally. 

London’s Metropolitan 
Police confirmed Thursday 
that computer hacking in¬ 
vestigators “are in contact 
with Mr. Watson in relation 
to specific issues he wishes 
to raise,” but would not 
confirm the letter’s authen¬ 
ticity. The Times declined to 
comment. 

In the wake of the new 
development, Harding will 
be summoned back to give 
further testimony to the 
judge-led inquiry. 

Police are holding paral¬ 
lel inquiries into phone 
hacking, police bribery and 
claims of computer hacking 
by Murdoch papers, trig¬ 
gered by the revelation that 
the now-defunct News of 
the World tabloid routinely 
listened to mobile phone 
voice mails for stories. 

The investigation has ex¬ 
panded to take in claims of 
illegal payments to police 
by staff of the News of the 
World and its sister tabloid, 
The Sun. Murdoch’s News 
Corp. has acknowledged 
hacking the emails of Chris 
Shipman, the son of serial 
killer Harold Shipman. It 
has apologized and paid 
Shipman damages.

Workers’ bonus 
augurs well for 
automaker’s 

turnaround 

Factory workers at Chrysler 
are getting $1,500 US prof¬ 
it-sharing cheques next 
month, a sign the automak¬ 
er’s turnaround is succeed¬ 
ing. About 26,000 U.S. 
union-represented workers 
should get the payments, 
according to Chrysler’s con¬ 
tract with the United Auto 


Workers union. The profit- 
sharing figure is based on 
an Associated Press analysis 
of company earnings, and 
the labour-contract formu¬ 
la for profit-sharing. 

Chrysler would not say 
how much the workers will 
get. But the formula in its 
new four-year contract 
with the UAW shows that 
the cheques will be about 
$1,500. They are based on 
Chrysler’s $2-billion operat¬ 
ing profit for 2011, report¬ 
ed on Wednesday.

New Westjet carrier 
to draw more traffic 


The new short-haul carrier 
Westjet Airlines Ltd. is con¬ 
sidering would operate sep¬ 
arately from the main 
airline but help draw more 
traffic into its network, 
CEO Gregg Saretsky said 
Thursday. 

The move would benefit 
the main network, as it 
would draw more passen¬ 
gers from smaller destina¬ 
tions into major hubs, such 
as Calgaiy, Saretsky told an 
investor conference in New 
York. 

The Calgaiy company 
announced last month it’s 
considering a regional car¬ 
rier that would give it a 
presence in smaller mar¬ 
kets where competitor Air 
Canada is currently the on¬ 
ly game in town. 

Air Canada Jazz provides 


regional flights across the 
country for the Montreal 
carrier under a contract 
with Jazz Aviation LP. 

Westjet’s fleet comprises 
one type of aircraft, Boeing 
737s that can carry be¬ 
tween 119 and 166 passen¬ 
gers. Those planes are too 
big to economically shuttle 
passengers between small 
destinations. The company 
has called its single-fleet 
strategy its “secret sauce” 
for keeping costs low as it 
simplifies training, mainte¬ 
nance and other tasks. 

Saretsky said the region¬ 
al carrier would follow the 
same recipe, with it includ¬ 
ing just one type of smaller 
aircraft, likely 70-seat tur¬ 
boprops such as Bom¬ 
bardier’s Q400s.

Richard: Mark, I really like 
haunted house movies and 
as haunted houses go, this 
is a doozy. It’s remote, old 
and rambling. Doorknobs 
turn by themselves, faces 
appear in windows and 
there are stuffed monkeys 
and creepy Victorian chil¬ 
dren’s wind-up toys every¬ 
where. With toys like this 
to play with it’s a wonder 
Victorian kids weren’t 
scared half-out-of-their- 
minds all the time. Did this 
movie creep you out? 

Mark: Creep me out? Defi¬ 
nitely. The movie is a mas¬ 
terpiece of atmospheric 
dread. It’s not so much 
about what happens on¬ 
screen, but what is about to 


happen onscreen. Let’s face 
it, there’s something 
creepy about Victorians to 
begin with. Did it scare me? 
No, I just don’t have a fear 
of the supernatural. And al¬ 
though I loved the look and 
feel of the film, with its 
peeling paint and fog that 
you can sense at the nape 
of your neck, the creaky 
plot, reminiscent of those 
remakes of Japanese ghost 
films of the mid-90’s, did 
not excite me. But let’s talk 
about the 800 lb wizard in 
the room, Mr Radcliffe. 
Richard, was this film a 
good choice for him? 

RC: Well, once again Rad¬ 
cliffe finds himself butting 
heads with the supernatu¬ 


ral. It’s not exactly Hariy 
Potter Meets the Woman in 
Black, but it’s almost as en¬ 
tertaining and I think it 
will act as a smooth transi¬ 
tion from child star to 
adult. He’s giving people 
what they want, a heroic 
figure, like Hariy, but one 
with added dimensions — 
he’s a widower and a trou¬ 
bled soul who finds a new 
lease on life through adver¬ 
sity. A smallish gothic hor¬ 
ror film might not have 
been the obvious choice for 
Radcliffe’s coming out par¬ 
ty, but it was a good one. 

MB: I’m glad he chose a 
film so veiy British to do; it 
keeps him true to his roots. 
But if there’s any doubt 


we’re dealing with a true 
star whose talents will last, 
it’s Radcliffe’s 20 minute di¬ 
alogue-free set piece in the 
middle of the movie. He 
holds our attention with 
only his physical presence 
and expressions.

I think, honestly, I’m going 
to give a lot of credit to the 
business I grew up in, and 
that was the business of 
professional wrestling. 

While it may not be 
everyone’s cup of tea — 
understandably so — in its 
rawest essence, wrestling 


is about entertaining the 
audiences without ego.... 
So I think in that spirit, 
that’s allowed me to go 
from being the Tooth Fairy 
to a hunter of men. 

Did you get a chance to talk 
to Brendan Frasier before tak¬ 
ing on the role? 

Good question, but no, we 
never had any dialogue.... I 
know that the studio came 
to me and they were clear 
in their vision for the

You don’t need to under¬ 
stand the intricacies of 
horse racing to realize just 
how much love Luck cre¬ 
ator David Milch has for the 
sport.

Nathan MacKinnon doesn’t 
need a calendar to know 
the QMJHL playoffs are just 
six weeks away. 

As teams start to ramp
